A SORE JPLA0E. 
The Mew- D oorkeeper Touche* the 
D em ocratic P arty on the Kaw’. 
Washington. April 13.—The new door­ 
keeper has played a trick (on the Demo* 
crats which amazes them.

A —By turn­ 
ing my ankle in drilling. It has been awol 
len eyer since. 
(J.—Did you consider yourself a disabled 
soldier ? A.— Well, I don’t know what the 
definition of that would be. 
I consider 
myself a soldier, and I was disabled iu the 
army, not disabled to the ex’tent of being 
unfit tor ordinary occupation, but so as not 
to be fitted for hard manual work. 
Q.—You suffered constantly, more or 
less? A.—Yes,air. 
Q —At times very much I A.—Yes, sir. 
I have to be very careful about my feet. 
Q.—How long did it lay you up? A.— 
I was laid up then for a few weeks, and it 
has always been an injury to me since. 
vj.—Were you able to walk on it with­ 
in two or three weeks after the injury ? 
A.—I was able to walk with care rn a short 
time. 
( J — When was it? A .—In 1861. 
Q.—And you served until 1804 ? A.—Yes 
but not on toot; on a horse. 
Q.—You were in an infantry regiment ? 
A.—Yes, sir; Third Wisconsin. 
Q —How, then, did you get on a {horse? 
A.—I was made Quartermaster of the regi­ 
ment.

Tho Daily News’ Berlin telegrams confirm 
this view, and then another regards the sit­ 
uation as extremely serious. 
He declares 
that the English Cabinet stands alone, ut­ 
terly isolated. Mr. J. A. Macgaguan, the 
correspondent of the Daily News at San 
Slefano, telegraphs that tho situation is 
strained to the utmost. Tho Grand Duke 
Nicholas is depressed and gloomy. The cor­ 
respondent says: ’T h e first guo may be 
fired at any moment. The great powers 
are only too surely drifting into war.” 
The Journal des Debats of Pans, says: 
“It is useless to indulge in any illusion re­ 
specting the gravity of the present state of 
affairs. 
We are, perhaps, on the eye of a 
great war, and amidst a movement so vio­ 
lent that it threatens to carry everything 
before it. Germany is the only State suf­ 
ficiently powerlul to arrest the headlong 
course of events, and magnanimous enough 
to oblige, If it permits war, it will have 
failed in the duly inposed upon it by Its 
military and diplomatic power.” 
From the above you will perceive the 
justification for the pessimist view now pre­ 
vailing.

. Resistance to all schemes for inflating 
the present volume of currency. 
. A fair and moderate tariff that wit 
afford a reasonable protection to American 
industries. 
4. An amendment to the Constitution 
prohibiting the use of money raised by 
mblic taxation for the support of sectarian 
schools. 
5. The epeedy completion of all public 
works, such as river and harbor Improve 
menls, public buildings, fortifications, cow 
that labor and material are cheap and 
workingmen need employment, and a lib 
eral policy for the improvement ot th' 
great channels of commerce like the Mis­ 
sissippi river and its tributaries. 
Secretary McCrary suggested that there 
ought to be a clastic added declaring in em­ 
phatic terms opposition to tho payment of 
all claims of disloyal citizens for losses and 
damages growing out of the war, aud the 
payment of pensions to persons who were 
disloyal during the war. With this amend­ 
ment, which the Cabinet all accepted, the 
resolutions were pronounced very proper, 
and a complete presentation of the views 
of the administration.
